IIo
has a sort of an opon-ai- r peoplo's
chnrch whoso only orced is tho goldon
mis. Tho proaohing is dono by
L'ntholio priests, Jowislt rabbis, Know
nothing agnostics, orthodox Chris-
tians, heathens und atheists by any
one, in fact, who beliovcs in tho practi-
cal of tho goldon rule.
Mayor Jones came to Chicago as tho
guest of Gcorgo E. Hockor, and spent
tho day at Hull IIouso studying its
methods of applying tho golden rule.

Mayor Jones hae boon interested in
tho produotion of oil. for thirty-tw- o

years, begiuqing in Pennsylvania and
going to Ohio eleven years ago. IIo
invented somo applianoes for nso in tho
business, and when tho big concerns
spurned them ho started n faotory in
Toledo nbout five years n jo. It is run
by tho Acme Sucker Rod Company.
IIo had lived nnd, worked in tho ooun-tr- y

and was astounded to learn that
rjjon wero working in tho cities for less
than a dollar it day. Ho said his men
uLoul.l bo paid enough to live deoently,
regardless of tho ruling rato of waged,
nnd ho determiued that with tho uso
of modern machinery men should cot
work mro than eight hours a day.
ttoing into nnother factory, ho noticed
ik tiring of rules a yard long, and each
ono of them had a threat of dismissal
utltstiil. IIo (aid to his wife: "I t,m
going to havo n rule, toa," lto dufst.d
off tho family Hibla, copied the goldon
rule, hd it printed and hung up in hs
factory.
